This reference work on ballet was first 
published in Paris in 1957 under the edi- 
torship of Fernand Hazan. It was trans- 
lated from. the French by John Montague 
and Peggie Cochrane and published in 
England by Methuen in 1959. It has been 
published in the United States with an 
American editor. There is a preface by 
John Martin instead of the Publisher’s 
Foreword found in the English edition. 
Besides this, various other changes and 
additions are noted. 

The description of the Dictionary on the 
jacket calls it “the first systematic refer- 
ence work of its kind, containing a com- 
plete record of the Modern Dance from 
Diaghilev and Isadora Duncan to the pres- 
ent day” and refers to it as the “History 
of Modern Ballet.” It further states: “Over 
660 articles by the world’s leading critics 
and authorities of the dance provide a 
unique source of information on every 
aspect of the art—the ballet, ethnic, mod- 
ern dance, techniques and theories, the 
stories of all the important works in the 
repertoire, all the trends and ideas that 
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have helped to shape and inspire this great 
art form. ... Here indeed is an adventure 
in reading, a fascinating picture book and 
an indispensable sourcebook on the his- 
tory of the dance, a book that will serve 
as the cornerstone of every cultural li- 
brary.” The preface by John Martin, dance 
critic of the New York Times, discusses 
the definition of “the dance” rather than 
the content of the book; there is no state- 
ment of scope or purpose in the book it- 
self. 

A list of 17 contributors to the Diction- 
ary is given on the page facing the title 
page, but articles are not signed. Among 
the contributors, Héléne Bellow published 
Ballet in Moscow Today (New York: 
Graphic, 1956); Mary Clarke has written 
Sadler’s Wells Ballet (New York: Mac- 
millan, 1955) and Shakespeare at the Old 
Vie (New York: Macmillan, 1958) and 
has been assistant editor of Dancing Times 
since 1954; Selma Jeanne Cohen is a con- 
tributing editor of Dance Magazine; Svend 
Kragh-Jacobsen is a Danish writer and 
ballet critic; Iréne Lidova is a French 


critic and writer and wife of a ballet pho- 


tographer; and Ferdinando Reyna has 
written Des Origines du Ballet (Paris: 
A. Tallone, 1955). No information was 
located about the remaining 11 contribu- 
tors. 

The Dictionary contains approximately 
470 entries for persons related to the bal- 
let—dancers, composers, choreographers, 
artists, impresarios, critics; 260 entries for 
specific ballets and modern dances; and 
40 entries for ballet companies, theaters, 
and organizations concerned with the 
dance. It does not include definitions of 
dance terms, discussions of general topics 
such as dance hotation, or entries for 
dance periodicals and the various dance 
archives. However, information on some 
of these topics may be found under the 
names of the persons concerned. The total 
number of ‘entries actually is larger than 
the 660 claimed by the publisher. 

The term “ballet” has been interpreted 
broadly to include much about modern 
dance and some material on the ethnic 
dance. In general, the persons included 


are those who have been associated with 
the dance from the end of the nineteenth 
century till the present. As a result, such 
dancers as Fanny Elssler, Noverre, and 
Taglioni are missing. There are no entries 
for such composers as Bach and Brahms 
whose works have been adapted for use 
with contemporary ballets. Nor are there 
entries for such artists as Blake and Ho- 
garth although their work has inspired 
modern choreographers. 

Entries are arranged in alphabetical ot- 
der, using the letter-by-letter system of 
alphabetizing. According to the jacket, 
“for production reasons it was necessary 
in the American edition for the colored 
illustrations to appear in the same position 
as in the French edition. As these illustra- 
tions relate closely to their surrounding 
text, certain entries appear under their 
French title, e.g. Thédtre Bolchoi for Bol- 
shoi Theatre.” Necessary cross references 
are given. In general, French forms of 
names seem to be favored. Articles range 
in length from four or five lines to three 
or four pages in the case of entries such as 
Diaghilev, Giselle, and Royal Ballet (of 
Great Britain). The Ballet Russe article 
is ten pages long. The style is readable 
and free from abbreviations. 

Entries for persons include the full 
name, nationality, field of work, year and 
place of birth in the majority of cases, 
details on education and career in ballet, 
and comments on personality and achieve- 
ments. Entries for ballets include the 
names of those responsible for the chore- 
ography, music, scenery, and costumes; the 
full date, theater, and principal dancers of 
the first performance; and subsequent his- 
tory and description. The stories of ballets 
are not as long and detailed as those given 
in such a book as Balanchine’s Complete 
Stories of the Great Ballets (Garden City, 
N.Y.: Doubleday, 1954), but many more 
are included. 

Checks with other works on “ballet re- 
veal a high standard of accuracy in the 
facts given in the Dictionary. It is also up 
to date. There are numerous references 
to events in 1957 and 1958, such as the 
first performance of Ondine at Covent

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Garden on October 27, 1958, and the first 
performance of Balanchine’s Agon at the 
New York City Center on November 27, 
1958. A few rather surprising omissions 
were noted. There are no entries for 
George Amberg, author and editor in the 
field; Faubion Bowers, authority on Ori- 
ental dance; Edward Denby, ballet critic; 
Sol Hurok, American impresario; Trudi 
Schoop, Swiss comic dancer known for her 
ballet, Fridolin, and her own company; 
Ralph Vaughan Williams, British com- 
poser of the music for Job; or David L. 
Webster, general administrator, Royal 
Opera House, Covent Garden, since 1946. 
There are entries for Scala Teatro alla, 
Thédtre Bolchoi, and Thédtre Marie, but 
there are no entries or see references for 
Covent Garden, Royal Festival Hall, Met- 
ropolitan Opera House, or New York City 
Center. There is no entry for the Federal 
Dance Theater (Dance Project of Federal 
Theater Project) or the Royal Winnipeg 
Ballet or the Volkoff Ballet of Toronto. 

In general, coverage in the Dictionary 
is strongest for the United States, for the 
European countries (including Great Brit- 
ain), and for the fields of classical and 
modern dance. Less attention is given to 
ethnic dance and to developments in Asia 
and British Commonwealth countries. 

There are see references from one form 
of the name of a ballet or ballet company 
to another, and under Ballet Companies 
there is a useful listing of 29 companies 
for which there are separate articles. 
There are very few see also references. 
The ballets having separate articles appear 
with asterisks in other articles, but there 
is no way of determining which persons 
have separate entries. Additional cross 
references would have made the Diction- 
ary more useful for reference purposes. 

The illustrations are an important fea- 
ture of the Dictionary of Modern Ballet. 
The publishers claim that the book con- 
tains “373 matchless reproductions, 143 
in full color,—printed in France with 
meticulous care.” Nearly every one of the 
book’s 360 pages has at least one illustra- 
tion. Most occupy a quarter or a half of 


a page but some 15 are full page. They 
include portraits, photographs of scenes 
from ballets, artists’ drawings for cos- 
tumes and settings, facsimiles of programs 
and manuscripts, and pictures of such 
buildings as L’Opéra de Paris. These il- 
lustrations, both color and black and 
white, are interesting and well reproduced. 
Most of the illustrations are located fairly 
close to one item mentioned in the caption 
but might have equal interest in relation 
to several other entries. Because there 
are no cross references from articles to 
illustrations, the reference value of the 
illustrations is lessened. 

The Dictionary is bound in pink linen 
with black lettering. It is smyth sewed 
so that it lies flat when opened, and there 
are adequate margins. The text is printed 
in small but clear type with the entries in 
boldface. A double-column page has been 
used. There are no running headings. 
The paper is a good quality, dull finish. 

The book with which the Dictionary of 
Modern Ballet is most likely to be com- 
pared is Anatole Chujoy’s The Dance En- 
cyclopedia (New York: A. S. Barnes and 
Co., 1949). Although this work is no long- 
er in print, most larger libraries would 
have it. Not limited to a particular period 
of time, The Dance Encyclopedia contains 
long, signed articles, brief articles with 
the information in highly compressed 
form, entries for dance terms and on gen- 
eral topics as well as on persons, ballets, 
and ballet companies, and a bibliography 
and discography. It has no illustrations. 
Because of its more recent date and many 
illustrations, the Dictionary would supple- 
ment The Dance Encyclopedia, but it 
would not replace it. 

Ballet lovers should find the Dictionary 
of Modern Ballet an attractive picture 
book as the publishers claim. It is written 
in a readable style. It has a high standard 
of accuracy, is up to date, and brings to- 
gether many names in one volume. Its 
primary use is as a reference boek. In 
spite of omissiens it will be useful and 
is recommended for purchase by individu- 
als and libraries.

Originally called Our Wonder World, 
c1914-1927, completely revised in 1932 and 
renamed The New Wonder World, this 
encyclopedia has been reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, April 1932, Jan- 
uary 1939, October 1947, and July 1953. 
For this review the 1955 edition has been 
used for comparison. 

In the Preface the editor in chief states 
that The New Wonder World Encyclopedia 
is “especially designed to fill a real need— 
the need for an authoritative reference 
werk that can be read like a storybook. ... 
It is designed to énlarge the sense of won- 
der—to extend the range of curiosity for 
young people and adults who seek some- 
thing beyond the routine of everyday life.” 

Descriptive literature from the publisher 
states that this is’ a “new completely re- 
vised edition . . . uniquely edited for young 
people in the late elementary grades, jun- 
ior high and middle high school years.” 
It is designed as an aid to classroom study 
and to supplement and enrich textbook 
material. The publishers state further that 
it is intended to supplement rather than 
supplant the large alphabetical encyclo- 
pedias. 

The New Wonder World Encyclopedia 
is topically arranged.so that “related arti- 
cles are placed together.” Each volume 
is a compilation of material on a broad 
general subject. The set is made up as 
follows: 

Volume 1, Understanding the Universe, 
in which “the articles .. . lay the ground- 
work for each of the physical sciences— 
geology, oceanography, astronomy, mete- 
orology, physics, chemistry, and mathe- 
matics.” The articles are authoritative, 
and there are many clear diagrams. 

Volume 2, The Marvels of Nature, edited 
by George I. Schwartz, is divided into four 
sections which discuss basic life processes 


and plants and animals with emphasis on 
prehistoric life and living things in mod- 
ern North America. The information is 
adequate for the usual questions on these 
subjects. 

Volume 3, Agriculture and Industry, in- 
cludes a variety of subjects ranging from 
agriculture, manufacturing, mining, engi- 
neering, transportation, communication, 
and entertainment (including radio, tele- 
vision, sports, and card games) to com- 
merce. The articles are interesting, reflect 
the history or development of the various 
fields discussed, and would appeal to the 
reader who wants to acquaint himself 
with science and technology. For exam- 
ple, the 17-page article Aviation is good in 
its coverage and terminology. 

Volume 4, Masterpieces of the Arts, 
edited by Howard Conant, presents print- 
ing, the graphic arts, photography, music, 
crafts, sculpture, architecture, the dance, 
and the theater and makes for pleasant 
reading with a general survey of its sub- 
jects. The brief discussions of techniques 
and forms and the descriptions of indi- 
vidual paintings, sculpture, afid musical 
compositions are perceptive and should 
contribute to the young reader’s appreci- 
ation of art. The illustrations are an inte- 
gral part of the presentation. 

Volume 5, Treasures of Literature, ed- 
ited by Quentin Anderson, contains Amer- 
ican literature, ancient literature, Euro- 
pean literature, and English literature. 
Included in the American literature sec- 
tion are a selection from William Brad- 
ford’s Of Plimoth Plantation, a letter by 
Benjamin Franklin, Edgar Allan Poe’s 
“The Purloined Letter,’ a chapter from 
James Thurber’s My Life and Hard Times, 
a short story by William Faulkner, and 
four pages from Latin-American authors. 
While some of the selections are a part of 
longer works, e.g., two chapters from 
Dumas’s The Three Musketeers, none has 
been rewritten or abridged. Many com- 
plete poems are included. Selections are 
generally well-known and are complete in 
themselves. Most of them are more suit- 
able for young people of middle-high- 
school grades than for younger boys and 
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girls. 

In volume 6, Highlights of American 
History, edited by Marvin A. Rapp, Amer- 
ican history includes United States his- 
tory, Canadian, and Latin American his- 
tory; however, 318 of a total of 407 pages 
deal with the United States. The material 
is presented in an informal, readable style 
but does not give detailed information in 
the concise manner of an encyclopedia 
useful for ready reference. 

Volume 7, Great Events in World His- 
tory, edited by Edmund A. Brown, is 
divided into two sections. The first deals 
with “the better-known events of Western 
civilization”; the second “includes high- 
lights from the civilizations of Asia, Africa, 
Oceania, and the Near East.” The editor 
states, “This volume . . . does not pretend 
to treat every noteworthy development 
since the dawn of recorded history. Rather 
the articles here seek to open windows on 
the past and set each new historical pic- 
ture in its proper perspective.” This is an 
interesting volume to read as an introduc- 
tion to world history. It presents useful 
information in brief survey form. 

In volume 8, The Nations of the World, 
articles arranged in geographical order 
describe all the countries of the world. 
There are also individual articles for the 
states of the United States and the prov- 
inces of Canada. These are followed by a 
section Wonders of the World, ancient and 
modern, and a section “devoted to govern- 
ment and law—how people in different 
times and places have solved the problem 
of men living together in communities.” 
Since the volume attempts to cover such a 
wide range, material about individual 
countries and states is limited to com- 
pressed statements of a few facts. Its 
appeal as an interesting volume to read is 
slight, and the amount of information 
given is insufficient for most school pur- 
poses. 

In volume 9, Famous People of All Time, 
edited by Russell F. W. Smith, biographies 
have been grouped according to different 
pursuits in categories such as scientists, 
explorers, and heads of state and within 
the groups are arranged chronologically 


so that the reader can tell what persons 
within each group were living and work- 
ing at the same time and how they used 
the ideas of others who came before them. 
Subjects for biographies cover a wide 
range from Solon, Eli Whitney, James 
Bryant Conant, and Tennessee Williams to 
Marilyn Monroe and Alice Marble. The in- 
formation supplied is often slight and oc- 
casionally misleading. For example, in the 
nine lines concerning Nikolai Bulganin the 
date for the end of his premiership is not 
given. This would suggest to the reader 
that he is still Premier unless the reader 
has carefully studied the eight lines on 
the opposite page dealing with Nikita 
Khrushchev and learned that Khrushchev 
became Premier in 1958. Under Andrew 
Carnegie one reads that Carnegie endowed 
more than 2,800 public libraries. He gave 
this number of library buildings but en- 
dowed only a few. 

Volume 10, Man and His Culture, dis- 
cusses the functions of the various parts 
of the human body, the capabilities and 
diseases of the human mind, the customs 
and conventions of the peoples of the 
world, world languages, myths, and re- 
ligions. Presentation is factual, and the 
material sometimes brief. This volume 
also contains the Index to the set. 

Editor in chief George D. Stoddard, 
dean, School of Education, New York Uni- 
versity, was assisted by an editorial staff 
under the direction of executive editor 
Christine Parker. An identification list of 
124 editors, contributors, and consultants 
appears in volume 1. Eighty-eight are 
members of college, university, or public 
school faculties. Except for the articles in 
the two volumes devoted to history the 
majority of the articles are unsigned. 
However, the editors for some volumes 
are indicated. 

The style of the volumes is readable, 
and information is presented in a factual 
manner. In many cases the information 
given would be sufficient for boys and girls 
of upper-elementary grades and junior 
and senior high school to prepare school 
assignments. In other instances the infor- 
mation would be insufficient and difficult

to locate. The length of articles varies. 
Broad subjects are divided into many sub- 
topics. 

Information, on the whole, is accurate 
and up to date. The articles are current. 
For example, the use of magnetic tape in 
the field of television is indicated. Popu- 
lation statistics checked are not exact, 
e.g., Montana, “more than 630,000,” Idaho, 
“more than 600,000,” Monaco, “more than 
22,000.” The article Hawaii cites Hawaii’s 
acquisition of statehood and under The 
United States of America mention is made 
of “50 states.” However, in the article on 
the history of our flag there is no indica- 
tion that the United States flag now has 
more than 48 stars. The various measure- 
ments of the Hoover Dam were checked 
and found to be accurate. 

A comparison with the 1955 edition 
proves the publisher’s claim that the 1959 
edition is “a new, completely revised edi- 
tion.” There are 10 instead of 11 volumes. 
The Home and School Guide, a section of 
volume 11 of the 1955 edition, is no longer 
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included. Literature in the 1955 edition 
was included in volumes 5, 8, and 9 and 
presented material for a wide range from 
nursery age to older boys and girls. In 
the 1959 edition, volume 5, Treasures of 
Literature, presents literature for older 
boys and girls for whom the set is 
planned. Volume 7, The History Book, of 
the 1955 edition included The Story of 
America with the history of other nations. 
In the 1959 edition a separate volume, 
Highlights of American History, with its 
material completely rewritten and rear- 
ranged, presents the story of the United 
States of America. The history of other 
countries is given in another volume. 
Missing in the 1959 edition is the conde- 
scending style evident occasionally in the 
1955 edition. The 1959 edition is much 
more attractive and useful than the 1955 
edition. Many of the articles are better 
written (exceptions include the sketchy 
biographies); presentation is much more 
factual. The illustrations are better, and 
there are many good diagrams and charts. 

The alphabetical Index and Pronuncia- 
tion Guide to the set covers 138 pages of 
volume 10. Both volume number and 
paging are given for entries. However, 
the Index references are not analytical 
enough always to permit easy location of 
facts. For example, to locate the date of 
Hawaii’s statehood, it is necessary to check 
four volumes with nine page references 
before finding the information because all 
facets of the subject are indexed under a 
single entry Hawaii. However, five vol- 
umes have individual alphabetical indexes 
which are useful. An index in each vol- 
ume would simplify the use of the set. 

The italicizing of key words in articles 
aids in scanning pages. Many articles pro- 
vide see references to related subject ma- 
terial in other volumes. However, if the 
related article appears in the same volume 
a see reference is given to the title of the 
article and the user must locate the article 
himself by referring to the Table of Con- 
tents of the volume. The title as such does 
not appear in the general Index. 

The format is attractive and sturdy with 
embossed gold-stamped covers, readable 
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type, good paper, and plates generally well 
reproduced. 

The publishers count “more than 2,500,- 
000 words, 4,000 pages, and 25,000 indexed

Not a profound study, 
but entertaining rather than superficial and 
sure to appeal to all who enjoy intimate pic- 
tures of individuals of high social standing.

While she admits that it has been a 
satisfaction to be able to afford to entertain, 
her account of life in New York, Washington, 
and other international centers, her interest 
in politics and association with political lead- 
ers, and her experience as an ambassador 
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show that her reputation as a hostess stems 
from her own personality.

In this unassuming and enjoyable book Mrs.
